SUMMARY OF THE REASONS EOR DECISION: 

The video recording entitled Teenage Perversions 2 is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

This sexually explicit video recording promotes and supports the exploitation of young 
persons for sexual purposes; and promotes and supports the use of urine in 
association with sexual conduct, and the use of excrement in association with 
degrading conduct and sexual conduct. 

The entire video recording focuses sexual attention on the youthful characteristics of 
its participants, the majority of whom are female. Young women who are presented as 
teenagers are shown engaging in sexual activity for the sexual arousal of the viewer. 
The video recording also includes clearly sexualised segments in which young women 
urinate and, on one occasion, defecate. 

Section 14 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (the NZBR Act) protects the 
freedom to seek, receive, and impart information and opinions of any kind in any form. 
However, this video recording falls under two of the deeming provisions of the Films, 
Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 (the FVPC Act). The deeming 
provisions of the FVPC Act override si 4 of the NZBR Act. 
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
